Johnston, who is named for Commissioner 
of Itailrnads, was born in l’rim-e Kilward 
county, Va. 
He was educated tit West 
Point, and attained the rank of Brigadier- 
General in the Union army before the war 
of the Rebellion. 
lie then’ left the United 
¡States service to take part in the civil wai 
mi the side of the Confederacy. At the 
time of the surrender at Appomattox he 
was a General in the Con federate army. 
The only political position he ever held 
was that of Representative of the Richmond 
district in the torty-sixth Congress. Gen­ 
eral Johnston is in the seventies, is a man 
of spotless character and unquestioned in­ 
tegrity, and his sympathies have always 
been 
with the people in 
the corpora- 
i ti'Ui controversy. He made his application 
for the place a long time ago, hut did not 
have a great amount of Congressional influ­ 
ence to back him. 
C o m m en d ab le C arefu ln ess. 
W ashington, March 27th.—The Presi­ 
dent and ¡Secretary Bayard are both ['ar­ 
ticular about the character of the men they 
wish to represent the United States abroad, 
and in casting over tbe list of prominent 
Democrats in the s vent I States who have 
the necessary familiarity with foreign lan­ 
guages and * other qualifications for diplo­ 
matic positions, they have been puzzled 
whom to select. There is 110 lack of can­ 
didates for every position vacant in the 
diplomatic service, from that of Consul to 
Madagascar to the French Mission, but not 
one of ten of the men whose names have 
been urged for foreign apjaiintments are 
now fitted for the service. The political 
quarrels in the dillerent ¡states have also 
been taken into account in considering the 
claims of the rival factions.

parent on every hand, and the success

manifested. 
T he efforts of a fruit-grow er here and 
there, to overcome the pest invasion, can 
only lie partially successful so long as his 
neighbors perm it their orchards and vine­ 
yards to rem ain as unm olested breeding 
and recruiting grounds for all insect life. 
T he initial movem ent, therefore, at Los 
Angeles, o! an entire com m unity engaging 
unitedly iu the comm on cause against the 
destructive pests, m arks a departure in the 
line of awakened common sense which 
should be followed throughout the entire

come here on short notice, 
had an opportunity to read 
the call for your m eeting, nor hear the 
statem ents of any o f the gentlem en pres­ 
ent. However, in regard to the law passed 
at the last session of the Legislature, and 
which lias ju st been read by your ¡secre­ 
tary, 1 will say that if properly adm inis­ 
tered it will be of great service to the enter­ 
prising fruit-growers of this State. It is 
true th at the law as passed is not as perfect 
as it m ight have been made. 
It is one of 
its shortcomings that it m ight in some 
cases be made w hat is comm only termed a 
“ cinch hill.” To guard against this the 
adm inistration of the law must be placed 
in the hands of fearless m en—who will or­ 
der the orcbardists to clean their trees, and 
insist 011 the work being done by all—hut 
by no act of theirs to appear as persecutors.

T he Convention 011 Saturday was largely ' 
attended by the leading fruit-growers from 
all parís of tlie county. 
H iram H am ilton,

T he Chair stated 
«lie object of the m eeting to be to take 
m easures for protection of the fruit inter­ 
ests of the county against the ravages of in- . 
sect pests. H e called especial attention to 
the w hite cottony cushion scale, w hich is 
doing m uch dam age to citrus trees and 
fruits, and asked for expression of views 
upon the work in hand. 
ii. m. leloxt, 
Spoke at length, giving his experience and 
result of his observations. T he w hite cot­ 
tony cushion scale, he said, first appeared 
on the old Carev place in Los Angeles, and 
subsequently spread through various por­ 
tions of the county. 
He alluded to the 
action of the San G abriel Fruitgrow ers’ 
Association, w hich has been very success­ 
ful in eradicating the pest, and gave an in­ 
teresting report of the result of his own 
experim ents. 
The 
w hite scale attacks 
both the orange and vine, hut the m ethod 
of destruction is different. T he wood and 
leaves of the orange arc affected, bu t the 
insect does m it disturb the fruit, although 
occasionally the callx is destroyed. One or 
two hugs 011 a single tree will in a season 
produce myriads. The pest is spreading 
rapidly, and not only arc the trees infected, 
blit ais'i the vines, shrubs and even the 
weeds. The white scale is to be found in 
the public parks of the city 011 the grass 
and trees. It is hardly necessary to discuss 
remedies. They are known to exist, and it is 
only a question of dollars and cents with 
fruitg-r<overs. 
A single spraying is not 
sufficient to rid an orchard of the pests. 
It 
may take a year or more. 
iJatldagcs arc 
required to keep the insect- from crawling 
tip the tree when they are knocked down, 
and m any other precautions are required. 
T he black scale only breeds once a year, 
w hile the white scale breeds all the year 
round. 
It is possible that the black scale 
m ay breed at different periods, but only one 
brood is raised in a year, w hile the w hile 
scale lias a num erous progeny. Of rente- 
dies, a m ixture of potash, tobacco and coal 
oil fi as proved the most satisfactory. There 
are numberless applications recommended, 
but m any of these, w hile they kill the in­ 
sects, greatly injure anil even kill the trees. 
Mr. Lelong strongly condemned a prepa­ 
ration advocated by the State Inspector of 
H orticulture, stating it iva- both injurious 
to the trees and dangerous to the user. 
Mr. Lelong stated that recently he had 
had considerable correspondence with par­ 
ties in South Africa, where orange-growing : 
has been tried, but proved a failure, owing 
to the w hite scale’s gaining a footing in the 
orchards and ruining the trees. 
They 
m ade no use of remedies, and the scale not 
only destroyed the foliage of the trees, but 
infested the plants and vines, even devour­ 
ing the potatoes under ground. 
A vigorous and united m ovem ent upon ’ 
the part of the people of Los Angeles he re­ 
garded necessary at the present time, and 
was certain such an effort would be success­ 
ful.

We meet such wrecks 
in every street and thoroughfare of the 
great cities all along the highways and 
byways of the country.

honor or trust. 
A reí onable ambition is necessary for 
tin accomplishment of every noble task.

The 
Academy of Music was burned, 
i t was a 
five-story structure. 
T he mercury stood 
at forty-eight degrees below /.ero! 
O 11 
the following morning the coin!lined effects 
of fire, w ater and frost produce I tt creation 
more marvelous than man’s suhlimest arch­ 
itecture, replacing the destroyed edifice 
with a palace which words fail to desorille 
or enable any person to thoroughly con­ 
ceive. 
A local paper makes the attem pt 
in th e following graphic language, show­ 
ing how the ruins looked after flic fire; A 
heavy, torn m antle of ice fell in graceful 
folds from the mansard roof, shattered and 
pointed in fantastic splinters, to tin* lower 
floors. 
H ere and there the crystal robes 
were pinned back with stalactites, spark­ 
ling beneath the sunlight. 
Icicles, like 
diam ond-headed pins, held back the virgin 
drapery, festooning itself in curious forms 
around the corners, crevices and (omiees. 
G randly rose the magnificent palaces, im ­ 
pregnable as a fortress, wrapped in the em­

If* th e pipe i> of good 
meerschaum there ro no rc:;v>:i wh\ it 
should not take odor.

W hy, the purchaser of a new 
meerschaum, wortli 
perliap- s .(<), thinks 
night and day about the toy. and is so 
anxious to color ¡I that in* overdoes it. lie 
finds that he ¡tas ' burned' hi*- pipe, as he 
expresses it. 
to explain why you can 
spoil a pipe in this w.u.. vnu must under­ 
stand how th e meerschaum ro prepared. 
A fter the artist has finished! utting th e de­ 
sign and has shaped the bowl, the finished 
howl is boiled in-wax. 
W hy in wax '.’ lle­ 
ca use the wax penetrates the pores for n 
short distance beneath the sttriaee and 
serves to keep the coloring m atter in the 
pipe. 
The coloring m atter is the oil of 
tobacco, not nicotine, as many erroneously 
suppose, and sinks into the meet ■■¡¡num. 
which is simply tt very fine porous day. 
and. is -topped* by the wax l>efore ii is 
driven out at the outer surface by the heat 
inside. 
If it was not for the wax the col­ 
oring m atter would pass out and get rubbed 
off and the pipe would never he colored. 
A glazing of glass would do a> well as wax, 
but wax i- the cheapest m aterial th at has 
been found for th e purpose. 
Now, when 
over-anxious smokers try to h uriy the 
process of coloring the pipe by smoking 
pipeful after pipeful of tobacco the wax is 
driven out, leaving the pipe raw and dry. 
The nearer to the top of the howl too wax 
i> kept the finer it will look when colored. 
If this were more genera!!) known you 
would not see so many meem* haunt pipes 
w ith a dirty light-yellow* ring around the 
top w here the oil has been forced out from 
over-smoking. 
The smoker should take 
long slow pulls at the pipe, and after one 
pipeful is exhausted the pipe should be 
laid down to cool oil' before it is filled 
again.”

T he durability of steel rails is discussed 
by Webb, of th e London and N orthw est­ 
ern Kailwav, who states that, according to 
hi- calculation, 1,400 pounds of steel dis­ 
appear ever) hour from the (neck of th at 
company's lines, 1,7(*0 miles in length. At 
first glann this seems a surprising statc- 
nietti, ¡mi ii is only 7-10 ton each hour, or 
lti-.s tons a day, or 0,132 nets tons each 
year, for a line of 1,780 miles, having an 
exceptionally heavy trafli *. 
In length the 
railways of this country are 71.3 times that 
of the London and N orthw estern, and at 
the same rate of destruction by wear, the 
quantity of steel 
rails required for re­ 
placem ent on all the roads of this country 
would lie only about 433,000 net tons. The 
consumption of rails in 1883 in this coun­ 
try w asabout 
L,400,000, o f w hich. 6,500 
miles of new road required perhaps tiúO,- 
000 tons, leaving 700,000 tons for replace­ 
ments both of iron-nni] steel. 
It may be 
inferred th a t the destruction of rails by 
wear on the London and N orthw estern is 
not relative!)’ so great as it may be on 
m any roads in this country.— [Iron Age.
